A Grandmother Howitzer.

THE SCHOOL CRISIS. 
If there were no subterranean influences operat- 


the members of the city council it ts certain that 
Mr. Thompson’s nominees for the school board 
would not be confirmed. Even if Mr. Thompson 
were not the discredited politician that he is, an 
independent city council would hesitate to sanc 
tion the appointments. 

Mr. Thompson’s term expires in the spring of 
next year. It is possible, if not certain, that the 
people of Chicago will want to make a very rad- 
ical change in the city administration. No one will 
question the right of the voters to make a 
change; no one, at least, will question their right 
to use their own discretion. 

If the council now confirms Mr. Thompson's 
nominees it will he a direct denial of the right of 
the voters to say how the administration of the 


achool system shall be conducted. If these homf 


nees are confirmed they will take office for five 
years. In that event the Thompson organization, 
even though it be defeated by, the voters next 
spring, will nevertheless control the school system 
ef Chicago until 1921. Fred Lundin, the former 
manufacturer of patent medicines, will direct our 
educational policies, and there will be no means 
of dislodging his control. 

By refusing to concur in any of Mr. Thompson's 
appointments the council can avoid this betrayal 
of the public. No harm could be done by such a 
course. Mr. Lundin now controls the school board. 
Refusal to confirm new appointments simply means 
that the outgoing trustees will continue to hold ot. 
ficé. The so-called “solid six” would still do the 
bidding of their political boss.
